a. The intent of the proposed amendment is that each Deputy 
Director should cut back his staff ceiling and authorized T/O 
thereunder whenever he believes that these exceed his "current 
operating and developmental needs." In theory, therefore, if 
this amendment is adopted, you should probably cut back the 
authorized T/O for the Office of the DD/C by el imi nation of the 
three presently unfilled positions, i.e., (1) the Budget and 
Fiscal Officer, (2) the Assistant to | | and ( 3 ) the Assistant 
to myself — unless you feel that these may be required for our 
"developmental, needs" in the relatively near future. 

b. Mr ♦ | | of the DD/s has explained that the DD/C could 

ask for reinstatement of these three positions at any moment 
when you might wish to fill them. In practice, furthermore, no 
pressure would be brought to bear upon you for elimination of 
these positions, if you should feel this to be inopportune at 
the present time. 



c. Accordingly, we believe you should go along with a 
proposal which has had such general approval. We therefore 
recommend that you indicate your concurrence -- checking the box 
opposite "substance." 
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
